Javres's Palace, and was Lodged 
in two private Rooms, ower or within 
the Lady Strickland s Lodgings, in rhe 
Narrow Gallery, between the ucens's 
Appartmenr, and the great Chappel. 
In theſe Lodgings, rhis Toung Gent lews- 
man was Delivered on Sunday-Mo 4:2, 
the Tenth of une. the {aine G2 Ai: 
buc a little time betore the late revs 
prerendea ro beDelivered ot a Prince of 
Wales. Abour the lactrr end of June.” +3 
Toung Gentlewoman was removed trom 
thoſeLodgings roche Marchionels of Po- 
wis'sAppartmear, which was 1n the ſame 
Gallery ; ſhe being then” Covernelſs to 
the pretended Prince of I ales, and ro 
whole Charge and Care this Lady was 
particularly Committed. 

At that very time, was I in the 
Marchionels Family ; and, by her ſpecial 
Command

Service, duting her Continuance ar St.
